An “enemy” aeroplane , raining 
bombs on Chicago last night, specula- 
‘tively destroyed the postoffice, the 
Northwestern station, the Blackstone 
hotel, and a couple of department stores 
ifthe south end of the loop. 

At the conclusion of the raid the 

“enemy” machine was driven off by a 
defense aeroplane. The crowds, the 
oretically, were in a panic until the in- 
vading machine, after executing a num- 
ber of fanciful evolutions emblazoned 
against the sky in fireworks, set off to 
the south at a tremendous velocitx. 


MAN VERSUS WOMAN. 
The “enemy” aeroplane was driven 
by De Lioyd Thompson, fying as a 
demonstrating agent of the National 
Security league. The defense machine 
Was guided by Miss Ruth Law, whose 
brilliantly illuminated biplane cast a 
shower of light over Grant Park and 
made the advance of the “enemy” 
impossible. 
Thompson arose from the south end of 

Grant. park at €-o'¢lock, He,jorked. 
rapidly and after a point several thou- 
sand feet in the air was officially “ sight- 
ed.” The appearance of the invading 
machine was a signal for applause in- 
stead of such panic as might be expected 
: at the advance of a death déaling mon- 
ster hovering over the millions of dollars 
in property in the loop and the thousands 
of human beings that stood agape.” 


CROWDS MOVED AT SIGHT. 

Michigan avenue was a blaze of light 
from Randolph street to the end of Grant 
park. The thoroughfare was flanked with 
automobiles. The streaming {llumination 
of the shop fronts along the whole dis- 
tance was an attraction for spectators, — —— — 
and the usual gloomy void of Grant park 7 " .

BOMBS IN RAILWAY DEPOT. 
Thompson -whirled his machine about 
and like a shot went for the middle and 
western portion of the loop. Except to 
those who watched from the tops of bou- 
levard skyscrapers, he was imvisible. 

At the Northwestern station two 
bombs, weighing one and one-half pounds, 
were dropped. Later Thompson said the 
aim was good and the exhibition bombs 
fell true on the roof of the building. 

A leap straight into the upper air and 
the enemy " machine darted back over 
the loop, and, pausing for the smallest 
fraction of a minute, dropped two more 
of the speculatively deadly bombs on the 
postoffice. 

A short turn and two more bombs were 
loosed as the biplane passed over the 
department stores that stand in the lower 
end of the loop. 1 

The purpose of the attack being to 
achieve the greatest possible damage in 
the smallest possible time, Thompson 
directed his machine south and eastward 
and, passing the. Blackstone, dropped 
two more bombs. He set out on his raid

Washington, D. C., April 24.—{Special.] 
In view of the lull in the submarine 
campaign and the conciliatory attitude of 
Germany, administration officials were 
encouraged to believe today that there is 
no immediate danger of a rupture be- 
tween Wahington and Berlin. | 
Although press dispatches carried re- 
ports of the sinking of several merchent- 
men, Secretary of State Lansing said that 
he had received no official confirmation 
of“the disasters and had no reason to be- 
lieve that they took place subsequently 
to the dispatch of the president's ulti- 
matum to Berlin. 


Does Not Indicate Reply. 
Although Ambassador Gerard contin- 
ues to inform the state department of 
the attitude of German officials and of 
the German press, he had not up to a 


tration of the tenor of the reply of the 
Berlin government. The last dispatch 
received indicated that the ambassador 
had not conferred with Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg since the latter re- 
turned from his visit to the kaiser at the 
front. a | | 

The ambassador has advised the de- 
partment that German officials general- 
ly, while shocked by the sharpness of 
the president's demands, express their 
abhorrence of war with the United 
States and their desire to do everything 
possible to avoid a rupture. 


Will Seek an Agreement. 

German officials here say that the Ber- 
lin government will endeavor to reach an 
understanding with the United States on 
the future conduct of submarine war- 
fare. They point ut that if the kaiser 
were inclined to reject th president's 
demands he would call a meeting of the 
bundesrath, the approval of Which is 
necessary to a deciaration cf war. 

Ambassador Gerfrd hae given the state 
department the substance of several in- 
terviews he has had in the last few d 
with Foreign Minister von Jagow. It is 
evident that if the advice of Von Jagow ‘s 
followed the German government will in- 
form the United States that it cannot 
agree to comply with the rule of visit and 
search so long as the British government 
instructs merchantmen to arm and to 
attack submarines. 5 

The foreign minister contends that the 
British admiralty has violated a principle 
of internetional law in directing mer- 
chantmen to arm and to use their arma- 
ment offensively against undersea craft. 
He argues that the permiss:bility of de- 
fensive armament en international law is 
founded on the understanding that such 
armament should not be capable of de- 
stroying enemy pubdc vessels seeking co 
make a merchantman a prize of war.

Washington, D. C., April 24.—[{Special.} 
on his return to the capital this morn- 
ing Senator Lewis of Illinois found his 
desk strewn with telegrams from all 
parts of the state and a number of let- 
ters occasioned by the president's note 
to Germany. Only one indorsed the note 
and supported a possible war.

Andrew R. Sheriff of Chicago summar- 
izes as follows:

The president calls the sub- 
marine a warship, but you may safely as- 
sert it is not a warship at all in the estab- 
lished meaning, but scarcely more than 8 
controlled torpedo. and is unknown to the 
rules of jnternational law.

Washington, D. C., April 24.—A draft of 


the administration's preparedness meas- 
ures, was reported by a subcommittee 
today to the house naval committee 
which next Thursdmy will begin consicer- 
a Uon of the construction section. 

Present indications are that the rro- 
posed five year building program wi! be 
approved, but that the first year’s allot- 
ment of new ships will be increased 
from two dreadnaughts and two battle 
crulsers, as proposed by Secretary 
Daniels, to two dreadnaughts and four 
battle cruisers. 


Pass Over Building Program. 
The measure as submitted by the ap- 
propriations subcommittee carries a 
total of $217,652,174 for tre coming year, 
on the basis of the secretary's reeom- 
mendation of four capital ships. This 
is an increase of $70,000,000 over last 
year’s figures. 

The subcommittee did not attempt 
to pass on the building program, that 
task always being left to the full com- 
mittee. If two more battle cruisers are 
added, it will increase the total appropria- 
tion about $20,000,000 as the first year’s 
provision for these ships. 


Agree on Six Big Ships. 

The subcommittee prevented a memo- 
randum summarizing the recommendae- 
tions of various naval officers who were 
examined on the quéstion of the building 
program. They are so much at variance 
that ‘the committee virtually would be

Pass THE CHAMBERLAIN BILL. 


The house of Poresenta tives now has before 1 


for consideration de Chamberlain or senate bill 
for the reorganization and increase of the regular 
army. ; 

In the last days of its consideration in the upper 
chamber the total of troops provided was raised 
to 250,000. This number is the recommendation of 
the general staff and was fixed without reference 
to any present threat of war. Also, the bill as 
a whole is the product of calm and careful delibera- 
tion, first by the experts of the general staff, sec 
ond by the senate. 

It is in no sense an emergency measure, a meas- 
ure of haste, though the unwise reluctance of coa- 
gress to accept scientific advice and to legislate 
soundly and adequately for defense has been in this 
Case overcome by imminent peril. 

The Chamberlain bill is a peace measure, not a 
war measure. If we are thrust into war it will 
have to give place to really drastic and sweeping 
legislation. But, short of that disaster, the Cham- 
berlain bill should be insisted upon and the leader- 
ship we hope for in the house can compel its passage 
without emasculation. 

The 250,000 total, it should be pointed out, is 
not an immediate increase, as that would be im- 
possible short of compulsion and would be undesira- 
ble unless necessary; as it would overload the army 
with green men. Our supply of officers also is 
insufficient and time is needed to produce them. 
The increase of men is to be made up in five years. 

The truth this reveals should be driven home in 
the house. There are still congressmen who think 
an army ean be made over night. They ought to 
be tnifght under the shadow of our present perils 
that it takes years to make an army and that the 
United States, even in times of peace, cannot afford 
to rely upon the nucleus of a small trained force 


and expect to prepare after the storm has broken 


upon us. 3 

If the house is incapable of realising the abysmal 
folly of our past and present unreadiness, it is unfit 
to represent the American people and the great

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OPERATIONS FOR HUMP BACK. 
UMPBACK is due to tuberculosis, 
As a rule the infection with tuber- 
cle bacilli occurred during child- 
hood and resulted from drinking 
milk from a tubercular cow. In 
such cases the bacillus locates in the 
bones of the spinal column. These break 
down, pus forms, and abscesses discharge 
in various parts of the body. In course 
of thme the discharge of pus stops, the in- 
flamed bones Heal, and the active die- 
ease is at an end. In healing, the bones 


of the column grow together in the posi- 


tion they were in when the disease was 
subsiding. This is responsible for the 
humping the, back, and the other 
twists in the spine 

Hunyrpbacks are not especially prone te 
consumption. They are infected by tu- 
bercle bacilli—the bacilli which cause 
consumption—and they spend months or 
years in bed, worn down by prolonged 
suppuration. But somehow they gain 
enough immunity to tubercle bacilli to 
almost offset the disadvantages under 
which they laber in the fight against 
that disease. ; 

In many instances humpbacks live toa 
mature age, and some of them are highly 
efficient in certain directions. Of course, 
making a living by manual labor is out 
cf the question. 

The end resultse—curvature of the 
spine, humpback—do not satisfy any~- 
tody. The surgeons now have a better 
way. Instead of leaving the matter to 
the more or less haphazard possibilities 
of braces and plaster jackets, they open 
down on the diseased vertebrae, straight- 
en them an much as is good judgment. 
and fasten them in the new position by a 
plug of bone. In one operation pieces of 
bone are chiseled frem the side of the 
spine bones. These small pieces are used 


las bridges between adjacent spine bones, 


bolding them straight, steady, and firm 
and permitting the tuberculosis procese 
to heal. : 

Operationa devised by other surgeons 
make use of bones from the leg or from 
a rib to splint the diseased vertebral 
bores together. In time the affected 
bones of the vertebral column and the 
pieces of bone used as splints and braces 
grow together to form one solid piece. 
In what cases can the operation be 
applied? Ita especial field 1s progressive 
cases of disease of the spine. It is expe- 
Clally adapted to those cases where X- 
rays show that the bones are affected, 
but not much deformity hae yet oc- 
curred. Such cases are cured without

Holly Ridicnles Assertions 
Ex-Senator Didn't Know 
of Loans to Himself. 


CITES “FRAUD INTENT.” 


Wiltam Lorimer and Charles B. Mun- 
day had no right to impose upon the La 
Salle Street Trust and Savings bank the 
danger of loss involved in loans to them- 
selves and their enterprises, Assistant 
States Attormey Holly told the trial 
jurors yesterday. The fact that the two 
men were willing to put their bank in 
this peril, the prosecutor argued. con- 
stitutes an intent to defraud. 

Holly put particular emphasis on the 
assertion that both Lorimer and Munday 
probably had no desire that the bank 
should lore the money it risked. On the 
contrary, the prosecutor declared. both 
men probably expected to acquire wealth 
by their speculative ventures and then re- 
pay the bank. Holly aleo pointed out that 
practically all these loans were made 
without being first submitted to the bank 
board of directors in accordance with the 
state laws. 

Calls Statements False. 

Lorimer’s denials of knowledge in con- 
nection with the affairs of the Lorimer 
and Gallagher company and the South- 
ern Traction venture were denounced by 
the prosecutor as false statements. Holly 
questioned the position of the defense in 
not producing William Lorimer Jr., Jo- 
seph P. Gallagher, and Munday himself 
to testify in corroboration of the unsup- 
ported assertions ’ made by the former 
senator. 

Neither the son nor Gallagher, the 
partner, is here to substantiate Senator 
Lorimer's story.“ Holly said.

Although the degree was slight, it must 
be remembered that patients at a sani- 
tarlum are more susceptible than healthy 
persons. 

Dr. Stokes complained Mr. Wing had 
not permitted his inspectors to obtain 
samples of the soup served on that day.

ASK U.S.T0 SAVE 
ALICE MAZARYK 


Miss McDowell Counsels Mod- 
eration In Memorial to 
State Department. 


Thirty representatives of the cluds mak- 
ing up the Bohemian Alliance of Chih.ago 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon to 
take steps in the matter of a puoue appeal 
for the life of Alice Mazaryk, now im- 
prisoned in Prague under the charge ot 
high treason.

In other cities all over the coun- 
try Are gd similar action was being 
ta 


Bitter Resolution Offered. 
Miss Mary MacDowell, who has just 
returned from New York in the interests 
of the case, spoke. A Mr. Trozicky di- 
lated on the wrongs Bohemia has suffered 
and the services rendered by Miss Ma- 
zaryk’s father. He then read a resolu- 
tion which had been drawn up dy the 
Bohemian alliance. This was bitter in its 
criticism of the Austrian government, and 
said in part, In our minds Austria is 
guilty of this war. In their despotism and 
tryanny they would not hesitate to put to 
death this giri—to punish the father 
through the daughter.“ 
Miss MacDowell, however, begged the 
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Bohemians of Chicago to moderate their 
criticism, which could only hamper the 
state department and fail of effect. 


Miss McDowell Opposes, 

“ We would all of us like tosay what we 
thought about Austria, said Miss Mac- 
Dowell, * but just now the question is to 
save Miss Mazaryk. I would rather have 
a living heroine than a dead martyr to 
the cause of Bohemia. Make your reso- 
lutions in the form of an appeal, not a 
protest.“ | 

She sald she and Miss Jane Addams had 
been working on a resolution which 
should embody the word leniency. But 
the Bohemian women seemed to feel that 
this word admitted the guilt of Miss 
Mazaryk. Soa resolution drawn by Miss 
Grace Abbott was accepted and signed by 
all present. 


The Resolution. 
The resolution reads: 

We, the undersigned American 
friend of Alice Mazaryk, whose 
mother was an American citizen, have 
learned with deep concern of her 
imprisonment in Austria on a charge 
of high treas. Knowing as we do 
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her nobility of character, her fine 
sense of honor, her humanitarian in- 
terests. her distinguished scholarship, 
we urgently request the state depart- 
ment to use all possible influence with 
the Austrian government to ensure 
against any summary military action 
being taken in her case. 


“ As Bohemians you can do nothing,’ 
concluded Miss MacDowell, ‘‘as American 
citizens, with the support of thousands 
of American women, you can perhaps 
save her life. You can at least make the 
Austrian government conscious that we 
are all watching it and expecting justice 
from it.”

Throwing cushions as a means of dis- 
playing enthusiasm at a baseball game 
has been determined by President Weegh- 
man of the Cubs as too dangerous a man- 
ner of rooting, and while the Cubs and 
Pirates were idle yesterday because of 
wet grounds the boss of the north siders 
thought out various ways of putting a 
stop to the nuisance. 

It isn’t that the cushions are damaged, 
but that several patrons have been in- 
jured at the north side park. Weeghman 
even held a conference with police of- 
ficials regarding the affair, so it is just 
possible that the next time some over- 
énthusjastic fan sends one of the leather 
seats salling out over the crowd that fan 
will get a free ride to the nearest station 
and tell it to the judge. 


Woman Hurt; Collects Damages. 

One woman at Sundays game between 
Cubs and Pirates was struck across the 
face with one of the flying cushions. She 
was knocked senseless and dangerously 
cut on the side of her head This woman 


Yesterday she appeared at the office of 
President Weeghman and entered a com- 
plaint. It cost the Chicago club a neat 
sum of money to settle with her: Many 
other women were struck and knocked 
e 4 — 5 . 

On the opening day, when the Cubs 


played the Reds, Judge Kickham Scanian, 
who occupied one of.the.box seats in front 
ot the grand stand, was struck on the 
back of the neck by a cushion. Dozers 
of others were hit by cushions and more 
er less injured. 


No Trouble Till This Year. 

I never anticipated such action on the 
part of the fans, said Weeghman, but 
it will have to be stopped if we stop the 
sale of cushions entirely to gain that 
end. We are trying to please ourpatrons 
and I know a lot of them want.cushions 
to sit on. I hate to deprive the many in 
order to prevent rowdyism on the part of 
a few thoughtless ones. mae te 

“We had no such trouble at the north 
side park last year or the year before. 
This year we have a leather cushion that 
is nice to sit on and also nice to sall. I 
think the crowd started the thing just in 
fun on opening day and on Sunday, too, 
without reelizing the danger. Still, I 
| can't look at the act as anything but cow. 
ardly, and it certainly is a nuisance that 
will be stopped even if we have to go so 
far as to put police officials in the stand 
to arrest all participants, or else cut out 
the cushions altogether.” 


Stop Cushion Fighjs. | 


There have been two over- 
flow crowds at new Cubs park 
since the baseball season 
opened. There have been two 
cushion fights after the game 
between occupants of the pa- 
vilions and persons crossing the 
field. 

Several women and one man 
have been hurt. Others have 
been bruised and shaken up.

In answering the 
query of my correspondent, I might adopt 
his method and sey, ‘‘ The way to forma 
garden club is—to form it.“ which is an- 
other way of saying that there is, or 
should be, so little red tape connected 
with the formation of a club whose pur- 
pose is to grow flowers that the organi- 
zation requires little or no formality 

, ite makeup.

Simply get together, talk it over, and 
decide on what is to be done. It may be 
thought advisable to have a president. a 
secretary, and a treasurer, though I do 
not coneider it necessary to go to the 
trouble of electing a set of @fficers whose 
duties will be nominal. The less ma- 
chinery there is the better. 

1 would suggest taking into the club 

only such persons as are genuinely in- 

terested in the cultivation of flowers. 

Every member should be a worker from 
the love of gardening. 

Let the membership of the c!ub decide 
as to what shall be done.

District Attorney Intimates Prose- 
eution of Dealers Is Unlikely 
—Manager Denies Large Profits. 


Following a brief investigation of the 
charges that milk dealers were combining 
illegally to fix prices, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles F. Clyne intimat- 
ed last night there probably would be no 
federal prosecution. Mr. Clyne and his 
assistant, Michael L. Igoe, held a con- 
ference with a number of the dealers on 
Sunday. 

With the evidence now at hand,“ said 
Mr. Clyne, “I cannot say whether the 
government will prosecute.“ 

John J. Fitupatrick of Borden’s Con- 
densed Milk company, the first company 
to advance the price to 9 cents a quart, 
took exception to statements made to the 
effect that the increase in the cost of 
milk to the deslers amounts to only a 
fifth of a cent a quart. 

Our books are open for your inspec- 
tion to prove everything we say,” said 
Mr. Fitzpatrick. “ Figured out as closely 
as possible, we are paying 4.7 mills more 


per quart, for all we buy, whereas we 


have increased the price to the consumer 
on only 48 per cent of what we buy.

Washington, D. Cc, April 24.—In defining 
today more clearly than ever before what 
constitutes dishonest advertising through 
the mails, the Supreme court held in effect 
that advertisers, even if they give pur- 
chasers value received for their money, 
are guilty of fraud if by exaggerated ad- 
vertising propaganda they have led cli- 
ents to expect more. 

Officials declare the decision will pave 
the way to scores of prosecutions and 
make possible the enforcement of a much 
more stringent federal supervision of mail 
advertising. | 

The opinion was announced by Justice 
McKenna, reversing the District court in 
southern Florida, which quashed an in- 
dictment against officials of the New 
South Farm and Home company. The 
indictment charged unlawful use of the 
mails in selling ten acre farms. 

The Florida court held that if a pur- 
chaser received his money's worth, exag- 
gerated propaganda was not fraud. 

In discussing what constitutes a crim- 
inal offense under the statute governing 
the use of the mails, Justice McKenna 
sald: 

„Mere ‘ puffing might not be within ite 
meaning [of this, however, no opinion 
need be expressed}, that is, the mere ex- 
aggeration of the qualities which the arti-
